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TRADE OF THE SUDAN IN _ 1909. 

The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Port Sudan (Mr. B. W. Echlin) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :-— 

Imports.—l'he total value of imports through Port Sudan in 
1909, excluding Government goods, was £E 418,668, as compared 
with £E 384,748 in 1908. ‘This increase is, to a certain extent, 
accounted for by a corresponding decrease at Suakin, the imports 
into which port in 1909 were valued at £H 175,852, as against 
£E 211,279 in 1908. 

The largest consignments introduced into the country consisted of 
sugar, cotton goods, flour, timber, iron and steel, machinery, coffee, 
perfumery, soap, tea, and clothing. The principal countries of 
supply for these articles are as follows :— 


Sugar ... a Egypt, Austria-Hungary, Belgium. 
Cotton goods ... United Kingdom, India, United States. 
Flour ... ii Russia, Roumania, India. 
Timber ... — Sweden, Roumania.

The United Kingdom remained by far the largest exporter to 
the Sudan, sending goods to the value of about £E 145,000, while 
India was next with about £E 90,000. 

Almost every necessary and all luxuries have to be imported, the 
country producing only a few cereais, gum and cotton. Neither the 
nature nor the quantity of the imports is likely to vary much for 
years to come, as, even should the native population grow in wealth 
and numbers, their requirements are simple and few, and are 
likely to remain so. The total value of imports into the whole of 
the Sudan, excluding Government goods, was £E 1,117,102, as 
against £E 1,183,000 in 1908. 

Exports.—The exports from Port Sudan in 1909 were valued at 
£E 342,987, as compared with £213,398 in the previous 
year. The exports of the whole country were valued at 
LE 674,000, as compared with £E 516,000 in 1908, an increase of 
££ 158,000. They consisted chiefly of gum, cotton, durra and 
sesame. ‘The total quantity of gum exported was about 13,250 tons, 
with a value of £E 201,208, a marked increase on 1908. ‘The 
following were the chief countries to which it was shipped :— 
France 3,083 tons, Germany 2,228 tons, United Kingdom 
2,183 tons, Egypt 1,891 tons, and United States of America 
1,565 tons.

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MINERAL RESOURCES OF THE RIF DISTRICT OF 
MOROCCO. 


H.M. Consul at Fez (Mr. J. M. MacLeod) has forwarded the 
following particulars, extracted from an article appearing in “ El 
Telegrama del Rif” (Melilla) of 23rd January, relative to mineral 
deposits at El Gurugu, KE! Uixan and Monte Milon, Afra, Mohader, 
Cape T'res Forcas, and the Kebdana Mountains, as reported upon 
by Spanish experts :— 

El Gurugu is a colossal mountain group of volcanic origin 
throughout. The small quantity of iron that has been observed 
there is poor, and would be better described as decomposed feldspar 
rock, of no mining importance. 

El Uixan and Monte Milon form a mountain range of great 
elevation, fucing At-Laten. ‘The principal mass of the rayge is 
composed in the lower part of volcanic rock crossed by magnetic 
ranges. In the middle part quartz and primordial slates begin to 
appear. On the high parts and summits there are considerable 
quantities of limestone and marble with mineralisation of magnetic 
iron of singular richness. Various analyses of these minerals show 
a metallic proportion of upwards of 60 per cent. The crests 
of the summits show extraordinary richness. Between these 
crests and the mass of loose stones that cover both brows of El 
Uixan there are millions of tons of mineral, which, however, 
cannot be worked profitably until Mar Chica or Melilla is able to 
shelter ships of 3,000 or 4,000 tons, so that the mineral can be 
deposited and ships loaded and unloaded. Lack of time has 
prevented enquiry into the existence of other analogous areas of 
the same origin throughout the whole length of the cordillera. 
There is reason to suppose that in the future discovery may be 
made of further masses of good magnetic mineral, such as the 
cataclysms and the erosions already exhibit in El Uixan. 

Afra—In the mountains of Afra appear veins of quartz with 
sulphuret of lead. A French company has begun prospecting 
operations, but it does not appear that they have so far met 
with any masses of real importance. 

Mohader.—Copper has been discovered among the broken slate 
of the rocky heights of Mohader, but the deposits are of no 
importance. 

Tres Forcas.—The work pursued at the cape, at the point where 
the volcanic rocks come into contact with the crystalline strata, 
seems to promise a certain future for the working of iron ores. 
These ores are oligist and hematite, but do not appear so rich as 
those of Beni-bu-Ifrur. 

Kebdana Mountains.—The numerous samples collected from 
these mountains suggest the possibility of the existence of 
minerals of importance, the land being similar to that which has 
been carefully examined by the French in,the Province of Oran. 


The Spanish engineers, adds the “Telegrama,” agreed that a 
Commission of Engineers of the Geological Survey of Spain should 
make a minute study of the points indicated in the Rif district. 
If the minerals were to be worked, the creation of a port at Mar 
Chica would be absolutely necessary. 
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PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
CANADA AND GERMANY. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office a 
copy of the Provisional Commercial Agreement between Canada 
and Germany, which was signed at Ottawa on the 15th February. 
The following is the complete text of this Agreement :— 


AGREEMENT entered into this fifteenth day of February, 1910, 
between Dr. Kart LanG, Imperial German Consul for Canada, 
representing herein the Imperial German Government, 

Party of the one part, 


and Honourable WILLIAM STEVENS FIELDING, Minister of Finance 
of Canada, representing herein His Excellency the Governor 
General of Canada acting in conjunction with the King’s Privy 
Council for Canada, 

Party of the other part: 


It is hereby respectively agreed, on behalf of the Imperial 
(german Government and of His Excellency the Governor Genera! 
of Canada acting as aforesaid, that— 

1. The Imperial German Government shall concede to articles 
the produce or manufacture of Canada, enumerated in the schedule 
hereto attached, upon their importation into Germany, on or after 
the first day of March, 1910, the Conventional Tariff rates of duty ; 

2. The Governor General of Canada acting as aforesaid shall, 
under the authority of section 7 of the Act of the Parliament of 
Canada, ‘“ The Customs Tariff, 1907,” suspend the surtax imposed 
under regulations made by the Governor in Council of date the 
28th day of November, 1903, from application to articles the 
produce or manufacture of Germany imported into Canada on or 
after the 1st day of March, 1910, and, in consequence, during the 
continuation of this agreement, articles the produce or manufacture 
of Germany shall be admitted on their importation into Canada on 
or after the said Ist day of March, 1910, at the rates of duty 
imposed by the General Tariff ; 

3. This Agreement is a provisional one, and the question of a 
general convention for the regulation of commercial relations 
between Germany and Canada shall be deferred for consideration 
at a time that may be found mutually convenient ; 

4, If, after a reasonable time, a commercial convention such as 
contemplated by the next preceding clause has not been entered 
into, then either of the principals herein represented may, if it is 
deemed desirable, terminate or cancel the respective concessions 
granted in pursuance hereof on giving to the other two months’ 
notice of intention so to terminate or cancel. 

Done in duplicate at the City of Ottawa.

These Regulations provide that, from Ist April, 1910, every 
package containing jam or marmalade, or mixed or compounded jam 
or marmalade, or jelly, shall be labelled so that it shall show clearly 
and distinctly the contents of the package, and the name and 
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address of the manufacturer of such contents, in addition to any 
brand or device whick the manufacturer may desire to display on 
his goods. 

Every affixed label shall also have the name of each of the mixed 
or compounded fruits stated thereon in clear and distinct characters 
of equal size, except where a mixed or compounded jam does not 
contain more than 20 per cent. of apple-pulp, when it shall be 
sufficient to state on the label the amount of such pulp in the 
following form :— 

“This is a mixed jam, containing not more than 20 per cent. of 
apple.” 

This statement shall be printed on the label in the characters 
known as 10-point condensed Gothic capitals, parallel to and 
immediately beneath the characters designating the first-named 
fruit, and on such a back ground as shall display the words clearly 
and distinctly. 

It is further provided that apple-juice or gooseberry-juice may 
be added to jam to an amount not exceeding 10 per cent. without 
specification on the label to that effect, or that it is a mixed or 
compounded jam. 

Persons failing to observe these regulations are liable, on con- 
viction, to a penalty not exceeding 201.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 524 of the 
aie “Board of Trade Journal” of 16th December 
Liquor Duties last relative to the proposed amendment of the 
‘ Liquor Laws of the Straits Settlements, the 
Board of Trade have now received a copy of the “ Liquors Revenue 
Ordinance, 1909” (No. 22 of 1909), which consolidates and amends 
the law for collecting revenue by an officer appointed by the 
Government upon intoxicating liquors imported into and manufac- 
tured in the Colony. 

Under this Ordinance it is provided that the following duties 
shall be imposed, with effect from Ist January, 1910, upon 
intoxicating liquors, as follows :— 

Intoxicating liquors— Dols. ¢: 

Containing not less than 85 per cent. of proof spirit 
per proof gallon 5 00 
Containing less than 85 per cent. but not less than 
70 per cent. of proof spirit ... per proof gallon 2 40

No person may remove any intoxicating liquors from any vessel 
in which they may have been imported without a requisite 
permit in prescribed form—+.e., as the case may be, for intoxicating 
liquors— 

(a) on which duty is to be paid before such removal, or 
(5) to be stored ina bonded or licensed warehouse. 

Intoxicating liquors:im/ported into or exported from any part of the 
Colony on account of the Governor or of H.M. Government, or 
officers and men of H.M. Army and Navy serving on full pay in 
the Colony, are exempted from the provisions of the Ordinance. 

No person may prepare or sell any intoxicating liquors adulterated 
or compounded in such a way as to be injurious to health or con- 
taining more than one-twentieth of 1 per cent. of fusel oil. 

The Ordinance empowers the Governor to grant to a toddy 
farmer the exclusive right of making, selling and retailing toddy. 
No person, except the farmér, may import toddy. 

No person may import bhang, except, under certain specified 
conditions, for use as ships’stores, &c. The preparation or manu- 
facture of bhang in the Colony is prohibited. 

Provision is also made in the Ordinance for the issue of licences 
to retail intoxicating liquors either on or off licensed premises.

shall procure a permit, in prescribed form, to land such petroleum, 
which must ‘be stored - in a place licensed by the Government 
for the’ purpose. ie 

If, on testing, the petroleum is found to be volatile,—1.c. gives off 
an inflammable vapour at a lower temperature than 83° F'.— it may 
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be forfeited and seized by the Treasurer, and disposed of as directed 
by the Governor. 

The Ordinance is not applicable to petroleum imported in close 
glass bottles not exceeding 8 gallons and used for purposes other 
than burning, petroleum “imported as fuel for oil engines and 
gasoline imported for use in a Government Laboratory or for 
scientific or technical work. 

No more than 80 gallons of petroleum or 25 lbs. of gun- 
powder may be stored in any one place within the limits of the 
towns of Basseterre, Sandy Point or Charlestown, except in licensed 
warehouses.

SANTO DOMINGO. 


H.M. Consul-General at Port-au-Prince has forwarded to the Board 
of Trade a copy of the Dominican “ Gaceta 
Oficial ” for the lst December, 1909, containing 
a revised Customs Tariff for Santo Domingo, 
which was to come into force on the Ist January last. 

The duty on coal has been reduced to 25 cents per ton; and the 
rates on nearly all provisions and preserved goods have also been 
reduced, whilst those on the finer kinds of textiles and on made-up 
goods have been increased.

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SUDAN. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Port Sudan (Mr. B. W. Echlin) on the trade of that 
district in 1909, which wi!l shortly be issued :— 


‘Trade, shipping, and the situation generally, show little change in 
1909 from 1908. However, no very marked 
improvement was to be expected, as conditions 
more or less pointed to a check in the progress 
of the country, pending the completion of the Nile Bridge and the 
extension of the railway to the south through the fertile Gezireh 
district. The line has now reached ‘Wad Medani, 190 kiloms. 
south of Khartoum, and no doubt the result will be a consider- 
able increase in exports during 1910.

ITALY: 


The Journal of the British Chamber of Commerce for Italy contains 
a resumé of the contents of the new Bill for the 
Italian Maritime Services. The Bill may be 
divided into three sections, viz.:—(1) Ship- 
building industry; (2) maritime transport; (3) régime of the 
subventioned maritime lines. 

The following conclusions, remarks the Journal, may be drawn 
from the Bill as to its effect on British trade :— 

(a) One-third of all the materials required for the building of 
each steamer can be supplied by foreign firms. 

(b) Notwithstanding the bonuses granted on engines, boilers and 
auxiliary machines, it will probably be necessary for Italian builders 
to import these articles. 

(c) For free trading (regular lines excluded) it would apparently 
be possible for British shipowners to put their steamers under the 
Italian flag, with an’ Italian manager at the head of the company ; 
the same method could also be tollowed with regard to regular 
lines. 

(d) By the Bill at least 40 new steamers will be required in the 
space of four years. ‘The Italian Government dockyards are fully 
provided with work for many months to come, and it seems likely 
that the private shipyards will not be equal to the task.

AUSTRALIA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Perth (Mr. J. I. Conigrave) 
Wheat Crop reports, under date of loth February, that the 
<n present season has been exceptionally favourable 
throughout Australia for the production of 
cereals, with the result that there has been a record aggregate 
yield. The estimated total yield for the current season for 
the whole Commonwealth, with the exception of Queensland, for 
which statistics are not yet available, is 92,071,764 bushels. 
Victoria is at the head of the States with 28,535,250 bushels and 
then follow New South Wales with 25,600,000 bushels and South 
Australia with 20,139,575 bushels. Western Australia has estab- 
lished a record in its yield of wheat this year, the aggregate 
estimate being 5,978,829 bushels. The average yield of wheat 
for the whole Commonwealth was 13°13 bushels per acre, as against 
11°89 bushels last season. 





RUSSIA: 


With reference to the notice on p. 37 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 6th January relative to the 
condition of the winter crops in Russia, the 
British Vice-Consul at Nicolaieff (Mr. J. P. 
Bagge) has furnished, under date 26th February, 
the following particulars regarding the condition of the grain crops 
in the Governments of Kherson, Kharkov, Poltava, Taurida and 
Kieff :— 

Winter sown wheat and rye are in splendid condition, the 
plants being strong and well advanced, with long roots. The 
weather has been most favourable, exceptionally mild with 
much snow and rain, and since there is much moisture in the 
ground the crop prospects are exceedingly good. The acreage 
under winter sown grain is rather less than usual; owing to the 
prolonged drought in the early autumn. ‘The sowing of the 
spring crops will be undertaken during March.

Shipments of grain from Nicolaieff have so far this year been 
very heavy, and this state of things is likely to continue, especially 
in the spring, with a slight slackening during the sowing of the 
spring crops. The stocks of grain in the country are very large ;

since the late autumn has prevented trom being carted in to the 
railway, will be coming forward for spring shipment. 





FRANCE-SPAIN.

General at Marseilles (Mr. M.C. Gurney, M.V.O.)

sufficient tor lucal reqyuirements. ‘This year it will be considerably 
less. 

The Consul-General also reports that it is stated that in Spain, 
and particularly in Andalusia, one of the most important centres 
for the manufacture of ‘‘ lampante ” olive oil, the olive crop is good. 

With reference to the notice on p. 92 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 13th January relative to the olive oil yield of the 
Malaga district, t.e., of Andalusia, H.M. Consul at Malaga (Mr. P. 
Staniforth) now reports that the present outturn is considerably 
above the average.

REPUBLIC OF HONDURAS. 


H.M. Consul at Truxillo (Mr. A. E. Melhado) has forwarded a 
copy of a report made by the Manager of the 
Honduras National Railway Company on an 
experiment in the growth of Sea Island cotton 
made on the experimental farm of the Company near Truxillo, 
The seed was planted about the middle of August last, at an 
elevation of about 50 feet above sea level, on a hill-side sloping 
slightly to the west and well drained. The cotton plants have grown 
up, healthy and strong, to a height of 10-12 feet. The first bolls 
matured and opened in December, but, that being in the course of 
the rainy season, the rain stained the cotton and rendered it unfit

for use. Since the heavy rains have lessened, the cotton produce 
has been of very good quality, and, notwithstanding the loss of the 
first bolls, the production bids fair, says the Manager, to be double 
that of any he has seen in the United States. The Manager is 
entirely satisfied that cotton can be produced in Honduras at 
about half the cost of production in the United States, that the 
production per acre in Honduras will be fully double that in the 
United States, and that the former country will be entirely free 
from the boll weevil. It is stated that the cotton plant will grow 
into a small tree and will continue to produce, so that it will not 
be necessary to replant the ground each year. There are in 
Honduras, between the mountains to the south and the sea to the 
north, 100,000 acres of ground similar to that upon which the 
experiment is being made, and along the line of the Honduras 
National Railway the land is well watered and there is a fine 
climate. The land is at present covered with timber.

unions, local correspondents, and other sources, employment in 
February showed a general improvement as compared with January. 
There was an improvement in the metal, engineering and ship- 
building trades, and the usual seasonal increase in employment in 
the building and clothing industries. The cotton trade was still 
much affected by the high price of raw material, but otherwise all 
the textile trades are well employed. 

As compared with a year ago, all the principal industries except 
cotton showed an improvement, which in many cases was consider- 
able. 

In the 416 trade unions, with a net membership of 701,252 
making returns, 40,121 (or 5°7 per cent.) were reported as 
unemployed at the end of February, 1910, compared with 6°8 per 
cent. at the end of January, 1910, and 8°4 per cent. at the end of 
February, 1909.

5d. for the second 
volume, and 4s. for the supplement. This publication, which 
contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume 
abstract tables for the years 1904-1908, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article (from and to each country) ; 
in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, transhipments 
and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom ; and in the supple- 
ment abstract and detailed tables showing countries of consignment 
of imports and countries of ultimate destination of exports. 

It may be noted that for 1909 and following years, the figures of 
Volumes 1. and II. will relate to the countries of consignment for 
both imports and exports. A supplementary volume will continue 
to be issued, in which particulars will be given on the basis of the 
figures hitherto stated in the first two volumes. By this means it 
will be possible to trace the details of the differences resulting 
from the change of system for a further limited period.
